His re- 
marks were spontaneous, l did not feel at liberty 
in view of the post count Beast now fills m London,' 
to put any questions, or my booty might have been i 
somewuat richer. He said:— "That there will be ! 
peace I think 13 undoubted. True, it is not the 
province of Austria to meddle with the question at 
all. but it Is the greatest wisn of bolt government 
and people that England and America sh,.uld come 
to an understanding; the more BO as our Austrian 
policy inclines venr much to a good understanding 
with England, and by uisiutaluing peace there it Is 
the best way t-i prevent anr new conmct in Europe.

ISTKKNATIONAL TRIBUNALS. 


Of the mnch-praisej institution of international 


tribunals Count Beust spoke unfavorably, saving, 
"I hope and trust ta« In tne Alabama question 
England aad America will come tp a good under- 
standing, out, truly, I always had, a great mistrust 
or such international tribunals. 
You have a very 


amiable minister in Vienna, Mr. Jay; te is very fond 
of good dinner speeches every year at tlie anniver- 
sary of Washington's Birthday. an,i at the last res- 
aval he made a lon;r speecn abouf the merits and 
the results to be gamed from the new system oi ar- 
bitration inaugurated by ihe Treatr oi Washington: 
but I replied:—"Ceriainiy. I was qsue of the same 
opinion, and entertained the best hopes, bnt i 
could not refrain from making the observation that 
before the Treaty of Pans, in 1S53. after the Cri- 
mean war, wnen this new principle of mediation 
and arbitration was established, and n was ex- 
pected that it would interlcre lor the purpose ol 
preventing a breaking out of hostilities—that before 
thi? treaty Europe enjoyed » perfect peace of abont 
forty years: but alter these principles had been pro- 
claimed we had three wars within fourteen years. 
These three wars were the Italian, the German-Aus- 
trian and the tYench war. And so I could not re- 
frain from mating this observation; bnt I shall he 
very happy if the arbitration succeed. In Europe 
however, the svstera can never be successful unless 
all the great Powers agree to adopt lt.:'
